There is some reason to be­ 
liev e

economic riv alries. 
There are 300.000 to 600.000 
North Vietnamese settlers in 
Cambodia. These Vietnamese 
are the middlemen in much 
of Cambodia's rice and fish 
trade in the v illages. 
They 're 
hated 
by 
Cam­ 
bodia’s farmers, who compare 
their own poor liv ing with that 
of the Viets. The situation is 
not unlike that in Sukarno's 
Indonesia, where Chinese, as 
middlemen,

On the whole, these Nortn

I’m in much 
better shape, and there was 
a tim e in my life when I took

professional fighter." 
Dick Bolling can take care 
of himself. And it’s well he 
can. 
For

y ea rs 
in 
Congress he has made more 
than his share of a dv ersaries, 
b o t h 
p e r s o n a l 
a n d 
professional, intellectual and 
phy sical. 
He sa y s it himself: 
“ I 
believ e 
most 
of 
my 
collea gues think I’m able. But 
there are probably a good lot 
of them, especia lly southern 
old-liners, who hate my guts.” 
The reason for this hard 
feeling 
is 
singlular.
